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WALLACE REPORTS 


ON WHEAT SITUATION 


Washington, December 7.—A com- 
prehensive review of the wheat situ- 
ation of the country which was de- 
scribed as in a period of serious de- 
pression, was made by Secretary Wal- 
lace in a report submitted to [lresi- 
dent Coolidge October 27 and made 
public today. 

A great many farmers already have 
lost their farms and the financial con- 
dition of others is critical, Mr. Wal- 
lace told the president. 

Present lower prices, Mr. Wallace 
said, were caused by the large world 
supply of wheat for which there is not 
an effective demand at higher price 
levels., He placed the world crop this 
year outside of Russia, at 3,400,000,- 
000 bushels, exceeding last year's 
production by 300,000,000 bushels and 
the pre-war average by 500,000,000, 
excluding Russia. 

“The solution of present agricul- 
tural difficulties depends quite as much 
upon the efforts of farmers themselves 
as upon any government action,” the 
report continued. “There are funda- 
mental and far-reaching adjustments 
in production and marketing which 
farmers themselves must make 4&8 a 
part of a long-time program.”

Police Planning 
Drive to Check 
Thetts of Autos 


A permanent campaign to break up 
automobile thefts in Atlanta will be 
launched officially December 20 under 
provisions of a city ordinance adopted 
in 1920, but never enforced, it was 
announced Friday by Alderman 
Jesse W. Armistead, chairman of the 
police committee of council. 

The ordinance requires that all 
dealers in second-hand automobiles 
make daily reports to the police of al 
purchases made, including description | 
of cars purchased, under penalty of 
$200 fine or 30 days imprisonment 
or both for each violation. 

Ordinance Discovered. 

The ordinance was brought to light 
by Councilman Harry York Friday 
afternoon at a special meeting ot the 
ordinance committee of council called 
by Alderman W. B. Hartsfield, cbair- 
man, to give a public hearing on @ 
new ordinance proposed by Alderman 
Armistead providing for substantially 
the same kind of reports to police. 
The make and description of each car 
purchased must be placed in the hands 
of the police each day, under the 
ordinance. 

When the existing ordinance was 
brought to light, Alderman Armistead 
withdrew his own ordinance and 
stated that he would request Chief 
Beavers to prepare at once to start 
making cases against all violators 
after two weeks. 

Will List Shops. 

A special detail of police will make 
a survey of the city with a view to 
listing all garages, sales rooms and 
repair shops which deal in second-hand 
cars either as their principal business 
or as a side line. Alderman Armi- 
stead said. All such dealers will be 
placed on notice that daily reports will 
be required after December 20 and 
measures will be taken to enforce the 
ordinance to the letter, he said. 

“Thse daily reports will enable po- 
lice to break up automobile stealing at 
its source,’ the alderman declared. 
“They will protect honest dealers and 
owners alike. With daily descriptions 


of all cars sold ready at hand to check’ 


against reports of all cars stolen, sum- 
mary action can be taken to trace every 
I believe we will have put an 
end to automobile stealing in Atlanta 
by the time the ordinance has been en- 
forced strictly for 30 days’ time.’

devoting columns of editorial space 
to discussions of the Georgian’s 
views. 

The reason was that he told, in 
blunt frankness, the actual experi- 
ence of practically every business, 
and of thousands of individuals, 
each year. 

He simply gave publicity to a 
condition, in the enforcement of the 
income tax laws, that has become 
almost intolerable, businesses being 
put to great expense, harassed, em- 
barrassed and seriously hampered in 
their own legitimate functionings, 
through a tangled mass of incompre- 
hénsible interpretations and _ rein- 
terpretations of a machinery act that 
was hastily and most faultily drawn 
aS an exigency of war. 

There are business institutions 
in every city in the United States, 
and almost in every town and ham- 
let, that' have had federal agents to 
make summary demands for large 
sums of money alleged due the gov- 
ernment two and three years sub- 
sequent to regularly and correctly 
filed returns only to find later that 
the government in reality owed re- 
bates to the same institutions. 

While these adjustments would be 
made by the government in con- 
formity to law these institutions in 
the meantime were forced to spend 
thousands of dollars individually in 
helping to straighten out federal 
errors, if not inefficiency, and with- 
out rhyme or reason or recourse. 

3 The fault at that has not been 
‘ _$o@ much the administration of the 
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this country and a protective tariff, 
as appliéd to the necessities of life, 
particularly in foods and clothing, 
will be one of the paramount issues 
i next year’s national campaign. 

The tariff is nothing more than 
. Sales tax fastened upon the con- 
sumer, and the housewives of this 
country are up in arms against it. 
They were up in arms against it in 
Great Britain, and it was admittedly 
the overwhelming woman vote for 
the labor and liberal parties that 
swept the conservatives out of pow- 
er, and brought defeat to Stanley 
Baldwin’s reign. 

It is interesting to realize the 
comeback of former Premier Lloyd 
George, who is one of the most 
conspicuous world war figures now 
in public life. With the two wings 
cf the iiberals combined, a coaliticn 
framed when George and Asquith 
buried their old feyd and spoke 
from the same platform, it is not 
difficult to see ahead a working 
agreement in pariiament between 
the labor and the liberal members. 

It is also in the cards for Lloyd 
George to be in the new cabinet, 
probably in the fereign office. In- 
ceed it is not altogether improbable 
that the little Welshman mgy be 
premier again but this is not pre- 
dicted. 


A PROMPT RESPONSE. 


As was to be expected, the stock 
and securities markets displayed a 
very strong tone following the mes- 
sage of the president Thursday, the 
most marked strength being shown 
in the rail shares. 

For some time there had been 
fear among holders of the rail 
securities of possible unfavorable 
legislation, particularly legislation 
that would tend to bring about a 
drastic reorganization in rates that 
would deprive the railroads of the 
chance of a fair return on their in- 
vestments. 

The president’s plan provides for 
the voluntary consolidation of rail- 
roads with. a consequent reduc- 
tion in rates, and at the same time 
a revision intended to bring relief 
to shippers in the farm sections. 
In his message President Coolidge 
recognized the right of the rail- 
roads to secure a fair return on 
their investment, and he would not 
sanction legislation that would tend 
to do otherwise. 

President Coolidge’s attitude on 
the bonus question, and his pro- 
popsal for a constitutional amend- 
ment to prohibit the issuance of any 
more tax-exempt securities both 
reacted favorably on business. 

It was a good business message 
and the effect was instantaneous— 
which leaves little room for doubt 
that the country is now prepared to 
settle down to a long period of pros- 
perity if given a chance by congress.

| WEALTH TALKS

THE FLAMING BEAK. 

With the first touches of cold 
weather the ever blooming proboscis 
breaks intoa warm and rasliant glow. 
The colder the weather the warmer 
the radiance of the bloom; many a 
poor hare-brained creature goes shiv- 
ering through the winter in sheer no 
accovnt undies wondering why she is 
doomed to display upon al! occasions 
a brilliant scarlet nozzle. The reme- 
dy for this is a nice union suit of light 
weight all wool (or that which passes 
as suc’? nowadars) or wool and silk 
mixed balbriggan, with stockings of 
similar material. 

Practically, wool is the most satis- 
factcry material for winter under- 
wear; the modern knitted porous ma- 
terial which I call balbriggan (no spe- 
cial brand) is porous enough to per- 
mit free evaporation of perspiration, 
is not irritating or itchy like the old- 
time flannel underwear, and if the 
proper weight is. selected to meet in 
dividual requirements—is comfortable 
without being too warm. 

Young persons who gpend much 
time indoors should select the lightest 
weight; elderly persons or those much 
exposed ‘in the open should select a 
medium heavyweight. Indoor work- 
ers should alw:.vs bear in mind that 
they are wearing underclothing for 
comfort, not to keep warm; if one 
selects the right material and weight 


put on outer wraps or coats to suit 
any whim or freak of weather. The 
main advantage of wool over cotton 
or lin.n for underwear in the colder 
season of the year is not that the 
wool is warmer. but that wool is : 
slower conductor of heat; a suit of 
such underwear therefore protects the 
circulation against the strain of 

thousand sudden reactions daily as 
we plunce from thecold air bath cut- 
bath indoors, 
and from the warm into the cold 
ogain. 

Silk is even better than wool, being 
a lower heat ecnductor than wool. 

A great many vigorous young ath- 
letiec boys and girls go turov 14% 
winter with the flimsiest possible ex- 
cuse for underwear; they declare they 
find it comfortable. At any rate, it 
is perfectly h« ienie and safe if they 
like it. ut most people find that 
they are most comfortable with some 
such armor a3 I have described. 

It is a common mistake to wear 
cotton underwear in winter and sum- 
mer, increasing the weight or thick- 
ness of the material. in the winter 


indoers; then + hen one encased in it 
goes out there is an abnormally sud- 
den cooling or chilling, which doesn’t 
do any harm, but is certainly not 
comfortable. Anyone who has worn 
a cotton bathing suit and then a woo} 
one, on cold or windy days, ‘knows 
that damp or wet cotton is very 
chilly, while damp or wet wool is 
not. Children. particularly, suffer 
from « ‘essively heavy cottcn under- 
wear. A yourgster really needs Jess 
clothing to keep him warm or comfor- 
table than a lerger person does: as a 
matter of good hygiene it is wise to 
consider the child’s own feelings in 
deciding on how much clothing he 
must wear. Too littl: can do no 
hara: too much probaby renders 
the child more susceptible to the 
respiratory infections in general.

As Ameri- 
can citizens we have the right to live 
under established justice and domestic 
tranquility, and enjoy the blessings 
of liberty, and be secure in our per- 
sons, homes, papers and _ effects, 
against unreasonable searches and 
seizures, and we have the right to pe- 
tition our government for a redress of 
our grievances—and we have a right 
to expect and demand protection from 
our government in the enjoyment of 
those rights, and a redress of our 
grievances when injustice is done us. 

And it is foreign to the spirit and 
genius of our laws and institutions to 
have our government mock us and spit 
upon us and kick us when we ask for 
our rights. If our great goverument 
breaches the rights of her humblest 
citizens, it is more reprehensible than 
if an alien government had done it. 

The spirit of freedom brooded over 
the national soul of the great Eng- 


lish people. Beneath the decaying 
forms of the old order a new order 
was  ursting into life. They felt 
rathe: than knew that they had rights 
—not under a constitution or written 
law—but bestowed upon them by God 
and by nature. Though scattered— 
isolated—not closely bound together 
except by a common sense of wrong 
and a vague longing for a common 
deliverance; a shapeless, inarticulate 
voice within them told them to act 
—not talk—but act; and they did act; 
and the result was that at Runny- 
mede they wrung from the base and 
stubborn tyrant, King John, that great 
bulwark of liberty and personal se- 
curity, the Magna ‘Charta. 

Our own forefathers felt, more than 
they knew, that they had rights that 
were being trampled upon by unjust 
taxation. They felt their rights and 
they proceeded to frame their own 
remedy and the result was the Bos- 
ton tea party—and several other en- 
tertainments. King George got tired 
of the festivities and acknowledged 
those rights. We need a tea party 
or two ourselves, 

Hydra-Headed System. 

The American people today are not 
contending with a King John or a 
King George. We are attacked by 
a system, a hundred-headed hydra!

With the report of the day-light 
robbery of the home of Mrr. J. W. 
Hinchcliff, dt 3 Ponce de Leon ave- 
nue, Friday at roon, specia’ orders 
were issued by Chief Beavers to all 
members of the Atlanta police depart- 
ment to observe extreurtlinary  vigi- 
lance on their beats, while Lieutenant 
T. QO. Sturdivant, of the plainscloths 
idence dispatched several men to va- 

ious parts of the city ty trace clues 
which it is believed will lead to the 
apprehension of the perpetrators of 
the many hold-ups and ro =beries oc 
curing in the last several days. 

The robbery of Mrs. Hirchcliff’s 
home is one of the most daring 
brought to the notice of police in some 
time. The burglar is believed to be 
a negro youth of about 16 years of 
age, according to a description fur- 
nished by the negro maid who saw 
him leap through the front door as 
she entered. 

Included in the loot was a diamond 
and platium pin valued ut $1.500, and 
is said to have been held priceless ty 
Mrs. Hinchcliff as an heirloom. Other 
jewelry and cash ran the loss into 
approximately $2,500. 

Mrs. Hinchcliff told police that she 
was visiting the home of a neighbor 
when ‘the robbery took place. She had 
returned to Atlanta from St . Louis 
early Friday morning and had stepped 
across the lawn to speak to the occu- 
pant of the house next door. In the 
meanwhile the cook had gone to the 
corner drug store, and while the house 
was empty the thief entered. 


Loot Includes Checks 


The fashionable neighborhood was 
scoured by Call Officers J. C. Davis 
and J. W. Williams, but no trace was 
found of him. Detectives have been 
assigned td the case, and an arrest’is 
expected immediately. A check of the 
missing goods revealed that two 
checks for $50 each, drawn on a local 
bank, were included in the soot. 

With the special orders from the 
police chief came the arrest of J. C. 
Palmer, a clerk, of 95 West Peachtree 
street, who is believed ito have been 
connected with the ransacking of five 
carages in the rear of 870 Veachtree 
street and with the series of “ax bur- 
glaries” in Inman Park about dawn 
Thursday morning. 

Palmer wag arrested by Call Offt- 
cers Sibley and Lcewe, who answered 
an emergency call from Mrs. Frank 
M. Watson, of 870 Peachtree street, 
who had been aroused by a noise in 
the rear of her apartment. [wo men 
who were with Palmer escaped in an 
autmobile which had been left with 
the engine running in Crescent ave- 
nue a few yards from the scene. 

A bottle of powdered = cocaine 
strengthened the police’s belief that 
Palmer was connected with the drug 
store robberies occurring in Inman 
Park.

According to police authorities the 
Christmas crime wave has not only 
tidaled in all parts of the city, but 
has invaded even the musty cells at 
police station. George Brown, who is 
being held at police station on a 
charge of picking pockets, accused 
Palmer of having picked his pocket 
while the two were inearceiated in 
the same division of the jail.

Ifere is one solution of the negro 
problem—but a solution of an ex- 
tremely pitiful kind. If there are 
fewer negroes born every year than 
die—and ‘that is the present state of 
affairs—the ultimate extinction of the 
race is a certainty. ‘he negro in 
this country can increase only by an 
incrensed birth rate, for immigration 
contributes little to his growth. In 
proportion to the white population 
he is vearly becoming less numerous, 
In 1790, when our first census was 
taken, negroes made up 2 per cent 
of our population; in 1920, they 
were less than 10 per cent. ‘The fact 
that our white population has been 
largely inerersed by immigration, 
while our negro population has lost, 
has generally been held to account for 
this failure of the race to hold its 
own, but it is evident that other 
forces have been at work and forces 
perhaps too strong for the improved 
sanitation of modern life to coun- 
teract,

Venice, Italy, December 7.—Five 
hundred women of Murano, the little 
island town a mile gerth of Venice 
where the world famous Venetian 
glass is made, have organized them- 
selves into a “battalion of death” to 
sive their town from being absorbed 
by the Veniee government, orders for 
the change having been issued. Trans- 
fer of the municipal offices was sched- 
uled for this morning but ‘the women 
stormed the municipal building attack- 
ing Carabineers who tried to ward 
them off. About 20 of them broke 
through the cordon and gained en- 
trance. 

In excited tones the women de- 
livered their minds about the govern: 
ment. After a time they were eject- 
ed, but were reinforced outside bv 
glass workers armed with tongs and 
crowhbars.

The schooner was brought over near 


to the creek mouth, and when her 
anchor was again let go she swung 
to the stream almost parailel to the 
Wreck of the Barang, and within a 
short biscuit toss. The steam taunch 
shot back to the cove and took up the 
men left there in Houten’s charge; 
then she steamed over to the creek, 
jepea Rolfe, Blunt, Little and three 
seamen on the downriver bank of the 
creek, and swung back alongside the 
blackened hulk of the brigantine.
